Francis B. Sayre Says Administra- 
tion Policy Is Essential to 
World Peace.

Vincent Bendix Absorbs Four Con- 


NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Formation 
of a new corporation for the manu- 
rfacture of airplane safety appli- 
ances by absorption of four compan- 
ies already in the field was an- 
nounced yesterday by Vincent Ben- 
dix, manufacturer and donor of air 
race trophies. 

“ Among the products of the new 
concern, Bendix Radio Corporation, 
will be a directional radio compass 
which Bendix described in a forma! 
announcement as “the best obtain- 
able, we believe, and a device which 
will reduce the number of crashes.” 

“The radio. compass,” explained 
Charles Marcus, a director of the 
new corporation and vice-president 
of the parent concern, Bendix Avia- 
tion Corporation, ‘‘can receive sig- 
nals from three to five times as far 
as the ordinary beam receiver due 
to the inefficient transmitting an- 
tennae necessitated by the beam’s 
character.” 

Marcus said two of the five ma- 
jor American transport companies 
had contracted to install the Ben- 
dix directional radio. —

DECLARES NEUTRALITY LAWS 
‘WILL NOT GUARANTEE PEACE 


Washington Senator Says We Can't 
Stay Out of War by Cross- 
ing Fingers. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 22. — United 
States Senator Lewis B. Schwellen- 
bach of Washington said in an 
address here last night that no neu- 
trality legislation would of itself 
keep this country out of war. 

“T have no such confidence in 
neutrality legislation,” he told mem- 
bers of the New York Young Dem- 
ocratic Club meeting. “I feel that 
the importance which has been 
given to neutrality legislation may 
lead the people to believe that it 
lies within the power of Congress 
to write a statute by which non- 
participation in war be guaranteed.

MAN’S WRIST 
WATCH 
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Of Her Returning Sight 


Arkansas Girl, Blind 20 Years, Fears Need 
For Relearning Everything Would Delay 
Her Progress in College. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JONESBORO, Ark., Jan. 22, — 
With her sight slowly returning 
after 20 years of blindness, Miss 
Jane Borsch of Ilelena, who has 
returned to Arkansas State College 
here to resume: her studies, ex- 
pressed herself today as a bit skep- 
tical of the “new world” which she 


is about to enter.’ She*is not en- 
tirely certain as to the benefits of 
sight. — ae | 

“It would be great,” she says, “to 
see people and to actually visualize 
my surroundings, but, oh, it would 
be so different.” Her sight has re- 
turned sufficiently for her to dis- 
tinguish between daylight and dark 
and to determine the outlines of 
objects and persons. She can even 
see chairs, her bed, and objects in 
her room, but their meaning are 
entirely different. She cannot as 
yet estimate distances, since she 
has been used to gauging distances 
by her own methods of sound and 
touch. 

To have her sight suddenly re- 
stored would bring such hardships 
on her that she fears she would 
not be able to make much prog- 
ress. She says she would be at a 
loss to estimate distances in walk- 
ing and would have to “learn to 
read all over again.” Of course she 
would continue to write on her 
typewriter, but the letters would 
not mean anything to her. 

Change Came Suddenly. 

Last Nov. 9, while in a classroom 
at the college, Miss Borsch said she 
experienced quite suddenly blinding 
flashes of light and strai.ge sensa- 
tions in her head. These were ac- 
companied by splitting headaches. 
Bélieving that her condition was 
due to a nervous disorder, she was 
removed to a hospital here where 
she remained for a wee" *-“ore go- 
ing to her home in Helena. 

Returning to Arkansas State Col- 
lege here to resume her studies, 
Miss Borsch, now a junior at the 
age of 25, declared she was “very 
eager’ to take up her studies once 
again. 

Still using the Braille system, she 
depends largely on memory and 
sound for her knowledge of lessons. 
Since her textbooks are not writ- 
ten in Braille, she listens whil-e 
Mrs, G. Omar Rhodes, with whom 
she resides in Jonesboro, reads her 
selections and then takes down 
notes in Braille. By rapidly run- 
ning her sensitive fingers over the 
keys, she is able to answer prac- 
tically every question that may be 
asked of her by her instructors. 
When papers are required in some 
courses, she writes out her work 
in Braille and then transcribes it 


When she was 4 years old Miss 
Borsch had an attack of infantile 
paralysis which left her without 
eyesight. Two years later she en- 
tered the State School for the Blind 
at Little Rock and attended it 
through high school. While taking 
her high school work, she says she 


is self-reliant at all times. Even at 
college here, she goes about the 
halls and classrooms usually with- 
out aid. Her gradually returning 
sight helps her to see dimly the 
steps leading from one floor to an- 
other and to distinguish the posi- 
tion of windows. If only her sight 
returns sufficiently for her to see 
her way to walk, even about the 
streets unaided, though she will 
have to learn to estimate distances, 
she says she will be thankful. 

Doctors Unable to Explain Change. 

At Memphis where éye specialists 
have examined her eyes, she has 
been given much. encouragement, 
though the partial return of sight 
after 20 years of blindness has not 
been explained. Specialists have 
recommended either an operation 
or éye exercises. Miss Borsch says 
she has net yet determined which 
course she will take. 

With an ambition to “become a 
teacher for the blind,” Miss Borsch 
is pursuing a liberal arts course at 
the college here, Her rank in her 
studies is considerably ‘higher than 
the average student, her instructors 
say. Despite the’ handicap of blind- 
ness, she is possessed with a will 
and determination to go forward, 
she says. 

Miss Borsch asserts she is grate- 
ful for the opportunity to attend 
Arkansas State College, since she 
prefers to attend a school where her 
classmates are normal persons, 
rather than go to an institution for 
the blind. She says her reason is 
that she will come in contact with 
persons who can see and in this 
manner broaden her knowledge. 

Until her sight returns sufficient- 
ly for her to see as normal persons 
see, Miss Borsch says she will con- 
tinue. to use her own system of life 
which she has developed over @& 
period of 20 years. If her sight re- 
turns, she will then “study about 
learning everything over again.”

Refers to Mandate of Voters. 

The Senator, however, said that in 
view of the huge majority the 
amendment recived, 527,251, and as 
he was from the. Currént River 
fishing country of the Ozarks, he 
had only the best wishes for a suc- 
cessful administration under the 
new constitutional set-up. He as- 

sumed, he said, that the Legislature 
would enact the laws necessary to 
carry out the mandate of the voters, 
and so far as he had heard there 
was no movement to interfere with 
them. . 

Senator Cope of Dent County, also 
a friend of Buford and also from a 
fishing and hunting region, said he 
was “confident the Legislature 
would give the people what they 
had so clearly indicated they 
wanted.” 

The politicians, however, are not 
pleased with the prospect of loss of 
patronage through elimination of 
politics in the regulation of fishing 
and hunting and other conservation 
efforts, and reports reach the Capi- 
tol that there will be many appli- 
cants for the commissionership who 
will have the indorsements of State 
Senators, Representatives and party 
leadere. 

Conference With Stark. 

Officers of the Restoration and 
Conservation Federation, which 
handled the campaign for the 
amendment, have conferred with 
Gov. Stark and have endeavored to 
impress upon him that it is im- 
portant that the first commissioners 
shall be men of the highest possi- 
ble type, who will start the move- 
ment on as high a plane as that 
which characterized the Missouri 
Highway . Department under the 
Gary Commission in 1921. 

They have told the Governor that 
no man who is an applicant for a 
place on the commission should be 

,appointed, and that to obtain the 
kind of commission needed he 
should draft the commissioners. 
The constitutional amendment, 
which was adopted in the last elec- 
tion, conferred on the commission 
almost all the powers it will need. 
Lawyers seem agreed, however, that 
the commission has no power to fix 


penalties for violation of its regula- . 


tions, though it has power to make 
the regulations. These penalties 
will have to be fixed by the-Legisla- 
ture, and some other minor matters 
must be covered by legislation. ~ 
Restriction on Funds. 
Funds received by the com- 
mission for the sale of hunting and 
fishing licenses and other receipts 
can be used for no purpose except 
support of the commission and the 
carrying out of its work, but the 
formality of the > appropriation of 
this money by the Legislature must 
be carried out. 
‘Though the amendment does not 
go into effect until July 1, the Gov- 
ernor is said to have under consid- 
eration announcement of the names 
of those he will appoint within a 
short time.

Freedom 
of the press and freedom of speech 
means more than freedom from cen- 
sorship by Government; it means 
that freedom of expression must be 
jealously protected from any form 
of governmental control or influ- 
ence. 

“To name the men ° who shall 
choose and write the news for pub- 
lication is no different either in 
principle or in result from naming 
what shall be written or published. 
Here the author and the product 
are one and inseparable. If one is 
to be free, so must the other.”

The question of edi- 
torial personnel then becomes a 
question for the board to. determine 
and the management of the edi- 
torial affairs of this great news 
service of the American press is 
displaced by the board which Con- 
gres has created.” 

_ Constitutional Clauses. 

The brief declared the authority 
‘claimed by the board under the act 
was non-existent under the follow- 
ing general constitutional clauses: 

The act violates the first amend- 
ment, which: guarantees to citizens 
freedom of speech and freedom of 
the press; that it was an unrestrict- 
ed attempt to regulate the relation- 
ship between all industrial employ- 
ers and employes by imposing “col- 
lective bargaining” upon them, in 
violation of the Tenth Amendment; 
that its terms are arbitrary, unrea- 
sonable and capricious, having no 
real and substantial relation to the 
accomplishment of legitimate ends, 
in violation of the Fifth Amend- 
ment; that it denies the right to 
trial by jury in violation of the 
Seventh Amendment, and that the 
relation between the Associated 
Press and its editorial employes is 
not interstate commerce, does not

Succumbs ‘to Pneumonia at Age 
of 34; Funeral Tomorrow. 
Funeral services for Mrs. Betty 


Trigg Champ, wife of Norman B, 
Champ, president of the Champion 
Automobile Spring Co., who died 
at Missouri Baptist Hospital yes- 
terday, of pneumonia, will be held 
tomorrow at 2:30 p. m., at Second 
Presbyterian Church, Taylor ave- 
nue and Westminster place.

earthquake, archeologists found evi- 
dence that cremation was practiced 
even then. More than 200 - urns 
were discovered in what appeared 
to have been a cemetery, Dr. Ble- 
gen said. Many of the urns: were 
broken. ‘ 

Not enough materlal was uncov- 
ered which would make possible de- 
tailed anthropological study, he con- 
tinued. From what has been found,,. 
including some _ skeletons from 
“Troy 1,” it appears that human be- 
ings then were structurally about 
as they are today. ‘ 

First excavations at Troy were 
made from 1870 to 1894 by Henry 
Schliemann and Wilhelm Dorpfeld. 
They discovered, with crude tools, 
that the first settlement at Troy 
was established during the Bronze 
Age. More recent expeditions by 
the University of Cincinnati men 
and women have been for the pur- 
pose of learning what civilization 
was like in each stage of Troy’s de- 
velopment. 

Metal objects, stone pieces, bones, 
terra cotta and pottery have been 
found. “We are not out to find 
gold; we are merely collecting ma- 
terial for history,” Dr. Blegen said. 
Troy, he explained, was at the cross 
roads of two important routes, one 
connecting Europe and Asia by 
land, the other connecting the 
Aegean and Black seas through the 
Dardanelles. 

From Citadel to City. 

Only near the end of its history, 
however, did Troy actually become 
a city, spreading to the north and 
south. Previously it was merely a 
citadel, occupied by a king, his fam- 
ily and retainers. Villagers lived 
in the surrounding area, or Troad. 

The second and sixth settlements 
at Troy were the richest, with huge 
walls, immense gates and tall tow- 
ers. The sixth city was destroyed 
by an earthquake about 1300 B. C. 
That date was determined, Prof. 
Blegen said, when it was discov- 
ered that pottery found in the ruins 
was of the type made at Mycenae 
about 1300 B. C. Mycenaean pot- 
tery made between 1300 ‘and 1200 
B. C. was found in the ruins of 
“Troy 7.”

GEORGE. WASHINGTON 
LETTER SOLD FOR $160 


‘If States won’t- Impose Taxes 
for War the Sooner We 
Make Terms the Better.’

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—A letter 
in which George Washington ex- 
pressed his readiness to give up the 
revolutionary war, written only six 
months before peace articles were 
signed in Paris, was sold for $160 
yesterday in one of the biggest and 


most unusual auctions of rare 
manuscripts and books ever held. 

For two days collections from 
four notable private libraries were | 
knocked down in a public sale at 
the American Art Association-An- 
derson Galleries, netting $18,795.50. 
Previous minimum estimates of art 
dealers were that the 387 lots, from 
sets of worm-eaten books to yel- 
lowed letters, would bring at least 
twice that amount. 

Buyers of the Washington letter, 
of another by President Jefferson 
Davis of the Confederacy, denying 
he was captured in women's 
clothes, which brought $225, and of 
a manuscript record of the Senate 
of Genoa in Christopher Columbus’s 
time, sold for $200, were not dis- 
closed. : 

Washington's letter, written by 
an aide-de-camp on May 8, 1782, 
was apparently addressed to Gov.

LONDON, Jan. 22.—A resolution 


to bar from Holy Communion in 
the Church of England divorced 

ons who remarry was over- 
whelmingly rejected by the upper’ 
pouse of the Convocation of Can- 
pcoury yesterday. 

The upper house is composed of 
the bishops of the Canterbury 
province, and their jurisdictions 
comprise a major part of the An- 
glican church. The province of 
York, which is in Northern En- 
gland, has a separate convocation. 

Only the Bishop of Ely, who of- 
fered the resolution, and the Bish- 


op of St. Albans, voted in favor of | 


the bar to communion. The others 
apparently agreed with the Bishop 
of London, who said: “We cannot 
condemn these people to spiritual 
death.” 

During debate no mention was 
made of the Duke of Windsor and 
Mrs. Wallis Simpson, though his 
determination to marry the twice- 
divorced woman resulted in his 
abdication as King. 

. Basis of Resolution. 

The Bishop of Ely’s resolution 
asked for the communion ban on 
the ground that divorced persons 
who marry again are living “in dis- 
regard of the moral obligations 
which must bind those who are ad- 
mitted to holy communion.” 

After the Ely resolution was de- 
feated the Bishop of Winchester of- 
fered a substitute which would per- 
mit divorced persons who have re- 
married to obtain admission to com- 
munion if the Bishop of the dio- 
cese approves. This was adopted. 

The Bishop of St. Albans had 
ready a supplementary resolution to 
the Winchester resolution as soon 
as the latter was accepted. 

This provided that persons desir- 
ing admission to communion after 
divorce and remarriage should 
apply to their bishop in writing and 
include one of these declarations: 

(a) Where the applicant has been 
the petitioner in divorce proceed- 
ings he or she “truly repents of 
having broken the marriage vow 
of life-long partnership.” 


(b) In the case of a respondent’ 


or co-respondent he or she “truly 
repents of having committed the 
sin of adultery or of having misled 
the court into the belief that adul- 
tery had been committed.” 

The application would be taken 
under consideration for at least six 
months. 


“Always Place for Mercy.” 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
who had criticised the former King, 
said during the general discussion: 

“Even with judgement there is 
always a place for mercy.” 

The lower house of conyocation 
adopted a resolution stating it 
was desirable to take steps “to 
strengthen the safeguards against 
collusion and perjury which at the 
present time are not uncommonly 
employed to secure divorce.” 

The Dean of Winchester, who pre. 
sented the resolution, declared. the 
“scandal of collusion is familiar to 
all” He mentioned no cases, but 
said “the people in the sort of di- 
vorce suits now taking place are 
Prepared to go to the length of ‘put 
up’ adultery.” 

‘The Dean asserted measures on 
divorce now before Parliament did 
not deal with these people. 

Another resolution requested the 
Archbishop of Canterbury to ap- 
point a committee to compile a 
special service for bestowing the 
blessing of the church on civil mar- 
riages not involving divorced per- 
sons. The marriage of the Duke of 
Windsor and Mrs. Simpson would 
come under this resolution.

How Situation Has Changed. 
After a decade, of subordination 
to civilian authority, the Japanese 
Army returned to political power in 
1931 when it began its conquest ‘of 
Manchuria. That campaign was 
highly popular. A generation of 
Japanese had been taught that, be- 
cause of the blood and treasure 
poured out to defeat Russia in 1904 
5, they were entitled to control — 
churia. 

Moreover that dbnquest, —— 
ing the average Japanese liking for 
martial glory and national prestige, 
cost him almost nothing. There 
were gelatiyely few Japanese cas- 
valties. Taxes were not increased. 
The Army and Navy appropriations 
rose annually, consuming nearly 
half the national budget, but the 
bills were met by bond issues, which 
the big banks were prevailed upon 
to absorb. | 

Now the situation has changed. 
The conquest of Manchuria is a 
thing of the past. The Army’s new 
adventures on the continent, in in- 
ner Mongolia and North China, 
command little popular interest or 
support. 

Since 1931 Japan’s national debt 


(now about $1,716,000,000) to 10, 
000,000,000 yen (about $2,860,000,-

GERMANY CHARGES CZECHS AID 
SOVIET IN WAR PREPARATION 


Says Airports Are Being Enlarged 
and Improved for Use by Bomb- 
ers From Moscow. 

By the Associated Press. — 
. BERLIN, Jan. 22.—Chancellor 
Hitler’s newspaper, Voelkischer 
Beobachter, attacked Czechoslo- 
vakia today as the Soviet union’s 
military outpost in Central Europe. 
Previously the Foreign Office had 
issued a thinly-veiled warning to 
the border state to revise its atti- 
tude toward Germany while oppor- 
tunity remained. 

The Foreign Office mouthpiece, 
Diplomiatische Politische Korre- 


-spondenz, initiated the attack last 


night by aesserting Czechoslovak- 
ia’s foreign policy was based “on 
the erroneous assumption” the con- 
ditions existing when the nation 
was formed at the end of the World 
War will “exist forever.” 

Hitler’s newspaper charged that 
Czechoslovakia is drifting into com- 
munism and that its airports are 
being enlarged and improved in 
preparation for use by Soviet bomb- 
ers.

OFFICERS OF MO. PAC. 


Special Counsel Files Opinions 
With Judge Moore for 
Guidance of Trustee. 


Oponions that the trustee of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad would 
not be justified in filing suits 


against any officers or agents of 
the railroad in connection with a 
series of complicated financial 
transactions entered before the 
trusteeship, with certain exceptions 
already reported, were filed in 
United States District Court by Spe- 
cial Counsel Fred L. Williams and 
approved by Judge George H. 
Moore yesterday. 

There were two opinions, made in 
response to a request from the 
trustee, Guy A. Thompson, who 
sought advice as to his duties as 
trustee concerning financial trans- 
actions discussed in an audit filed 
in the court two years ago. . Wil- 
liams was appointed special counsel 
to advise the trustee concerning 
certain phases of the audit. 

The first opinion said Williams 
had concluded, after an investiga- 
tion, that the facts did not warrant 
legal action for recovery on behalf 
of the railroad estate. He excepted 
purchases by the Missouri Pacific, 
through a subsidiary, of large blocks 
of its own stock. As to these deals 
he had recommended previously 
that the trustee take steps to re- 
cover from O. P. Van Sweringen, 
chairman of the board of the Mis- 
souri Pacific, now dead, “heavy 
losses” suffered by the railroad as 
a result of the purchases. The 
stock acquired cost $2,817,000. 

The «second, and later opinion, 
said no bad faith was shown by 
officers of the Missouri Pacific in 
authorizing a loan of $100,000 to the 
Grain Belt Mills of St. Joseph, Mo., 
later taken over by the railroad 
for the debt, and in authorizing the 
Missouri Pacific’s purchase of 
shares in a small railroad and a 
terminal warehouse. These three 
transactions were excepted in the 
earlier opinion, pending further in- 
vestigation. : 

The other financial transactions, 
considered not to warrant suits, in- 
volved purchases by the Missouri 
Pacific of shares in other railroads 
and loans by it to farms, orchards, 
dairies, coal mines and other busi- 
nesses situated near Missouri Pa- 
cific lines. The loans were made 
during the early part of the fi- 
nancial depression to aid industries 
giving freight business to the Mis- 
souri Pacific. As the depression 
continued, the railroad took over 
some of the properties for the debts. 


FEW ASSESSMENT CHANGES 
FOR CITY'S BIG BUILDINGS 


Only One Shown So Far Is $50,000 
Increase for Hotel Statler, 
Which Made Improvement. 


Assessment figures on the most 
highly valued office buildings, ho- 
tels and apartment houses, for 1937 
taxes, will show few changes from 
the 1936 valuations, a Post-Dispatch 
reporter learned today by inquiry 
at the City Assessor’s office. 

A list of 15 buildings in the three 
classifications, prepared by Berry 


P. Craven, valuation engineer of 
the office, showed only one change 
from last year’s figures. This was 
a $50,000 increase in the assess- 
ment of Hotel Statler, because of 
the introduction of air conditioning 
within the past year. The increase 
in the Statler’s assessment was 
from $1,225,000 to $1,275,000. 

Other hotel and apartment house 
assessments, unchanged from last 
year, are: Park Plaza, $1,800,000; 
Jefferson $1,457,000; Senate and 
Congress, $975,200; Coronado, $830,- 
000; Chase, $750,000; Lennox, $600,- 
000; Hawthorne Apartments, 4475 
West Pine boulevard, $600,000: 625 
Skinker boulevard, $429,700, and 
Daniel Boone, 3733 Lindell boule- 
vard, $315,000. 

Office building figures, the same 
as last yaer’s, are: Railway Ex- 
change, $3,075,000; Telephone build- 
ing, $3,000,000; Paul Brown, $1,- 
450,000; Arcade, $1,365,000, and 
Chemical, $470,000.

The opening lead by West, which 
my correspondent raved about, was 
the queen of clubs, and, as a matter 
of fact, I must say that I sympa- 
thize heartily with his enthusiasm. 
E. J. did not describe the reason- 
ing that motivated this lead, but it 
is not dificult to imagine his part- 
ner’s thought processes. As in most 
hands, the process of elimination 
undoubtedly played a large part in 
the selection of clubs. Certainly a 
diamond was out of the question 
from his tenace position. The sin- 
gleton heart offered no future since, 
even if West “hit” his partner with 
a splendid heart suit, he would be 
unable to continue the lead at a 
later point. The presence of three 
low spades in West’s hand mili- 
" tated against finding East with 
sufficient spade strength to make 
that opening advantageous. Thus 
it was not difficult to arrive at a 
club as the only logical lead, but 
it must be conceded that the spe- 
cific selection of the queen was 
beautifully imaginative. 


EST undoubtedly felt that if 
W acciarer had the ace-king-jack 

nothing would be either lost or

months in St. Louis at the Fouke 
Fur Co. They spent three months 
there going through the 125 proces- 
ses which transformed them from 
pieces of fat blubber bristling with 
coarse gray hair, to soft, light, plia- 
ble velvet-textured pelts that can 
be pulled through a napkin ring. 

This is true of all sealskins in 
the world ex¢ept a small percentage 
which are dressed and dyed by one 
London concern. ° 

It has to be true because the las 
fur seal herd in the world, those 
which breed on the Pribilof Islands 
off the coast of Alaska are con- 
trolled by Wncle Sam, and the 
Fouke Fur Co. is the Government's 
sole agent for the preparation and 
sale of Alaska sealskins—all ex- 
cept the 15 per cent allotted to 
Canada. 

It wasn’t always true. Formerly 
all Alaska sealskins were shipped 
to that firm in England. Then 
American importers had to pay 30 
per cent duty to get them back 
with the added cost passed on to 
American consumers. This ridicu- 
lous situation pointed out to Presi- 
dent Wilson by Philip Bond Fouke 
resulted finally in an American 
firm being granted a monopoly 
formerly enjoyed by an English 
one, and St. Louis becoming the 
capital of the sealskin world. 

Col. Fouke with the late Samuel 

also had most to do — 
making St. Louis the largest pri- 
mary He market in the world, with 
semi-annual auctions bringing from 
everywhere buyers of all kinds of 
raw furs and millions 4 dollars

—— St. Louisan’s efforts re- 
sulted in one of the greatest ani- 
mal conservation feats in history 
and produced a national asset 
which has brought the United 
States profits amounting to many 
times the entire purchase price of 
Alaska.

Before putting on a long white 
coat to enter the plant where the 
fur flies, genially Col. Fouke likes 
you to sit down in his handsome 
office while he tells you something 
of the home iife of the seal as he 
has observed. it on trips with 30 
to 40 members of his organization 
who go yearly to the islands to cure 
the hides for shipping. The strange- 
ly well organized life of the seal 
colony, as hé describes it, is indeed 
one of the seven wonders of nature. 


Why they select that one spot on 
all the globe for their yearly breed- 
ing ground, nobody knows unless it 
is that the fog which veils the 
islands pleases the seal which does 
not like sunlight. The islands are 
invisible from the sea but the nev- 
er-ceasing roar of over a million 
seals makes sighting them unneces- 
sary. They can be heard miles 
away. Noise doesn’t bother them, 
either, for, unlike the performing 
sea lions obeying commands; the fur 
seal has only rudimentary ears and 
little hearing. 

Nobody really knows how they 
happen to select this one rookery, 
but’the date of their arrival early 
each May is invariably within a 
few days of that of the previous 
year.

The tear giands, which under 
normal conditions, merely keep the 
eye balls moist, can pour out, on 
demand, a veritable flood in order 
to wash away a cinder or to pro- 
tect against the consequences of 
dry-eyed grief. When conditions 
demand it, the lungs may pump air, 
in and out, 60 to 70 times a min- 
ute, instead of the 18 in and out 
excursions that normally take place 
in one minute. The heart, instead 
of loping along at the normal 72 
beats a minute, may speed up to 
over 200 beats. When the period 
of critical extra demand is over, 
both the heart and the lungs quiet- 
ly settle down to their normal busi- 
ness, just as if nothing had hap- 
pened. In the same fashion the 
kidneys, the thyroid, the liver, the 
bone marrow and all the other or- 
gans of the body respond to emer- 
gency calls for extra activity and 
function.
